Motion to set aside

forfeiture of recognizance, 
Court of Atlanta. 
JACKSON, J. 

After suspension of sentence and several 
continuances thereof to allow time to pre- 
pare a motion for a new trial, on the day to 
which the cause was last continued, the 
recognizance of defendant was forfeited. 
Afterwards, during the term, defendant 
came in and was sentenced. Thereupon the 
following motion was made: ‘‘And now 
comes the defendant and moves the court 
to set aside the forfeiture of the bond given 
by defendant in said case on the following 
grounds, to-wit: Because, after the verdict 
of guilty in said case, defendant's counsel 
prepared a motion fora new trial and de- 
fendant has been in attendance on said 
court several times ready to respond 
to and abide any rder or, judg- 
ment of the court on the dispé& 
sitien of said motion for a new 
trial except on the 2ist day of January, 
1879, when defendant was sick in bed and 
unable to attend court, and on which rm | 
the bond in said case was forfeited,’’ whic 
was overruled and defendant excepted:

I do not, at present, 
concur in the view that walls and chimneys 
are improvements made in such a sense as 
to be within the saving power of a lien 
taimed for “furnishing brick and buildiog 
said house,” nor am I convinced that a lien 
claimed and recorded against the house and 
premises of A can be enforced as against the 
ownership of B, whatever it may include, 
unless some suit or action to enforce the 
lien is. brought against B within a 
year. Moreover, I believe that

.. Ifthe eourt decides to grant the subpcenas 
asked for against the state officers of Louis- 
iana they will be made returnable in sixty 
days. The next step will then be the pray- 
er for an injunction against the Louisiana 
state officers forbidding them to dispose of, 
in any manner, the funds which have been 
eoliected on account of the tax levied to 
ay the intereston the defaulted bonds.

“There is a notable improvement over 
the work of. the past few years. The style 
of buildings is greatly improved—the com- 
forts are added to, and the elegance of ap- 
pearance and design is not to be compared 
to whathasbeen. Speaking as an architect, 
we should say that the work is now fifty 
per cent more stylish and city-like than -it 
has ever been before. I do not think we 
have a single building on our tablés that 
will but prove an ornament to its reighbor- 
hood when it is erected.” 

‘Does there promise to be much more 
work during the nextsummer than during 
the last one?” 


“A great deal more. The season has not 
opened yet. A good many persons still ex- 
pect that there may bea good deal of cold and 
wet weather before the spring comes, and 
they take no steps towards bailding What 
we are able to We now is simply the ad. 
vance guard of those who intend to build.’ 

Encouraged by these statements of Mr. 
Bruce, we determined to look into the mat- 
ter and report what improvements are now 
in course of construction and what are con- 
templated. 

A BIRD’S EYE VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 

The first improvement that we note is the 
work of Governor Brown to close the gap on 
Alabama street, where Kimbali’s coal yard 
is now situated. Work has already been 
commenced on this, and in a short time we 
shall see a handsome building completely 
closing up this open space. _ It is said that 
it will cost $20,000. It must be noted here 
that Governor Brown has within the past 
eight or twelve months put about $100,000 
in brick and mortar on the business streeis 
of Atlanta. He certainly has the fullest 
confidence in the future of our city, and he 
is a very long-headed man. 

Another important improvement—some 
indication of the growth of Atlanta, is the 
building of a five-story block on the corner 
of Line and Pryor, by Moore & Marsp. 
This is the site of Bell’s lumber yard. 
When the building is complete we under- 
stand, an iron elevated bridge will connect 
its upper stories with the upper stories of 
the present huge five-story store of this 
firm, and part of its business ‘transferred to 
the new building. It seems almost incred- 
ible that the business should have over- 
flowed the huge building it now occupies, 
and yetsuch isthe case. The lower stores 
will, we understand be rented: The buiild- 
ing will cost $35,000. 

The new court-house is another important 
improvement of the near future. The 
commissioners appointed at Judge Pit- 
man’s request, are now discussing 
the plans, and _ will decide upon 
which is best. Work, it is thought, will be 
conimenced in thirty days. The cost of 
this building will be not less than $50,000, 
and may go up to $75,000. It will be an 
honor to the city and county. There is no 
debt hanging over the county, and Judge 
Pittman ought to put up a bnilding that 
will be worthy of the capital city. 

The Young Men’s library hall will be an- 
other improvement of considerable impor- 
tance. The plans of this building are ail 
ready—the lot is purchased and paid for, 
and the building will be started it is 
thought, early in the summer. Its cost will 
be about $18,000, and it will be one of the 
handsomest buildings in the city. It will 
be three stories bigh, and the book shelves 
wili be arranged in ten galleries connected 
by stair-cases, The lower floor will have 
stores, which will be offered for rent. 

The plans inade fora new church for St. 
Philip’s are also ready, and it will cost 
about $40 to carry them outand give its 
congregafion a model church—as hand- 
some as the best. 

A new public school-house is being put 
up on Fair street, between Moore and Con- 
nolly. Itis planned in the most modern 
style, with all the latest improvements and 
will cost $12,000. 

Judge George Hillyer has just got his 
plans and specifications for a block of build- 
ings which he will goto work on at once, 
on the corner of Alabama and Broad, oppo- 
site Dr. Angier’s buildings. He will put a 
handsome block, with ornamental fronts, at 
a cost of about $15.000.

A HASTY RESUME, 


In this hasty bird’s-eye view we have 
mentioned but a few of the improvements 
that have struck us in — They ag- 
gregate in valuea very large amount. In 
all the by-streets of Atlanta there are scores 
of houses going up of which we have made 
no note. There ig enough already written 
to show that the work fur the coming sum- 
mer will be exceptionally brilliant. In- 
deed we feel safe in predicting that there 
has never been a year in which Atlanta has 
seen so much substantial growth as she will 
see during the coming summer, and that, 
too, in the face of the fact that there has 
been building going on steadily during the 
whole winter, there never having been a 
single time during the winter when the 
mortar froze on the buildings. 


ALL AROUND US,
